During  the  years  1854-5-fi,  Kev. 
Silas  Stout  was  pastor  in  charge 
when  the  lirst  M.  F.  Church  was 
built  in  Lynn,  on  the  lot  now  oc- 
cupied by  the  present  building. I 
The  dedicatorial  sermon  was 
preached  by  Kev.  Cyrus  Nutt, 
I*.
